Comminating Wood Pulp. 





A process for furthering the reduction of 
wood or other material into pulp for paper 
making consists of subjecting the material to 
the influence of a current of steam and in there- 
with passing it through aseries of rolls, the steam 


throwing the par ‘icles in the course of the opera- 
tion ageinst a series of stationary obstructions. 
The machinery designed for this purpose is a 
combination of a tank, conveyors, sieves, rolls 
injector and pipe with inner roughened surfaces 
as illustrated in the drawing, Figure 1 being a 
sectional elevation of sufficient of an apparatus 
to illustrate its workings. Fig. 2isa plan view 
and Fig. 3 a detached and enlarged view of oue 
of the conveyors. 

A is an elevetor of any suitable construction, 
whereby sawdust or other comminuted material 
is carried from any suitable receptacle and dis- 
charged into a tank, B, containing water or 
alkaline solution, which is heated by a furnace 
or by a steam coil, a, as shown. 

C is a conveyer, by which the comminuted 
matter, softened and deprived of its gum and 
juices by boiling, is carried above, and deposited 
in one of a series of sieves, D. The buckets b of 
the conveyer C are perforated, so that the liquor 
dropped from the material as it is carried from 
the tank B will be deposited in the upper sieve 
in a comparatively dry state. The sieves are 
agitated by any suitable appliances, so that the 
particles of the material are separated and dis- 
tributed prior to falling upon an endless apron, 
E, which passes around the rolls d. 

Instead of an apron, a shute or other conveyor 
may be employed for conducting the particles of 
material between two rollers, F F’, which re- 
volve with their surfaces in close proximity, and 
are so geared together by gears of different 
diameter or otherwise that one will revolve 
somewhat faster than the other, so that the ma- 
terial passing between them is subjected to both 
&@ pressing and a tearing action, whereby the 
particles are spread and opened, and the fibres 
are loosened. 

A scraper, e, detaches the particles that may 
adhere to the upper rolls, which particles fall 
upon a shute, f, by which they are conveyed 
between the roll F’ and a tuird roll, F’, which 
is revolved somewhat faster than the roll F’, 
with a similar effect upon the fibres, which are 
removed from the roll F” by the scraper 7’. 
Four or more rollers may be employed, and in 
some instances two may be found sufficient. 
From the roller F" the particles pass to a tube, 
i, of an injector, G, in which steam or other 
fluid under pressure is admitted by a pipe, j, so 
that the particles will be discharged violently 
and rapidly from the injector against a series of 
obstructions, whereby they are spread, broken, 
and the fibres thoroughly separated. 

Different devices may be employed for pre- 
senting such obstructions in the passage of the 
current carrying the particles. For instance, a 
case or tube containing cross- bars may be used, 
or a stream may be thrown against a rasp-like 
or roughened surface. In this instance a tube, 
H, bent or coiled, substantially as shown, and 
having its inner surfaces corrugated or rough- 
ened, is employed. The current carrying the 
particles rapidly over this roughened surface 
brings them violently in contact with the pro- 
jecting ribs or points, and the latter separate 
and divide the particles, which are finally ex- 
pelled from the end of the tube in the desired 
isolated condition. 

It will be apparent that in some instances an 
exhaust may be employed. 

The combined operations of compressing and 
tearing by means of rolls and disintegrating by 
violent contact with the obstructions, are said 
to secure a better division of the particles with 
greater rapidity and with less injury to the 
fibres than results from the ordinary process of 
dividing the latter. 


The process and apparatus may be effectively 
employed in the breaking up or comminuting of 
various other substances than those described. 

For the purpose described the rolls F should 
have smooth surfaces, but they may be rough- 
ened when circumstances admit it; and a recip- 
rocating longitudinal motion may be imparted 
to one or more of the rolls, to increase the tear- 
ing effect as well as toavoid the grooving of the 
surface, 

The disintegration of the material by carrying 
it by a rapid current of steam or other fluid 
violently in contact with stationary objects or 
obstructions may be effectively used where the 
preliminary loosening of the fibres is effected by 
the means of gvindstones or appliances other 
than those described. 

The use of the rolls seems to be predicated 
upon the roller system of granulating wheat, 
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and to this extent is the application of a process 
now generally conceded to be most effective in 
fiour milling.

Water Rights—Pollution of 
Stream. 





A manufacturing company owning land on 
the West River, in Rhode Island, filed a bill for 
an injunction against another manufacturing 
company who operated an upper mill, to restrain 
it from polluting the stream with dyestuffs, 
chemicals, &c., and the Supreme Court of 
Rhode Island, in this case (Silver Spring Bleach- 
ing and Dyeing Company v. Wunkuck Com- 
pany) granted the injunction. Judge Potter, in 
the opinion, said : ‘‘ Every owner of land has 
the right to have the water which passes his 
land come to it in its pure, natural state. The 
offending company here contends that while this 
might be very good law in former days for an 
agricultural people who used the water for 
washing, drinking and watering animals, there 
has been a complete change of circumstances ; 
that we are largely interested in manufactures ; 
and the wealth of the State depends mainly on 
their prosperity, and that 
the more valuable use should 
prevail. The right of the 
riparian owner, farmer or 
mill-owner to have the wa- 
ter pass his land in its natu- 
ral state and to a use of it to 
any extent which shall not 
injure it for the use of oth- 
ers, is as much his property 
as the land itself. This court 
cannot alter the law, neither 
can the Legislature itself 
take this right away any 
more than it can take its 
land. If needed fur the 
public use, the State can 
take this right on making 
compensation, but it cannot 
be taken from one man 
and given to another, even 
if he pays for it ; that must 
be left to private agree- 
ment.” 





20: 
Manufacture of Dry- 
ing Felt. 








An improvement in dry- 
ing felts has been brought 
out in England. In the man- 
ufacture of woven cotton 
felt, according to this inven- 
tion, after the felt is woven 
and joined or spliced, the whole forming an end- 
less felt, the fibres on the working surface of the 
felt are “raised” by means of a raising “gig” 
or card cylinder or card roller, whereby not only 
all interstices between weft and warp threads are 
filled in and covered, but the splice or joint of 
the felt is likewise covered and obliterated (so 
far as marking the paper), the felt over its 
entire surface presenting a uniform and even 
surface, the pulp and paper dried thereon being 
free from the objectionable marking. 

Apparatus suitable for raising the working 
surface of the felt consists of a raising ‘‘ gig” of 
ordinary construction, excepting that inasmuch 
as the felt is spliced or joined end to end, form- 
ing an endless belt, the breast and guide rollers 
of the gig should be mounted in bearings, the 
caps or holding pins of which are readily re- 
moved so as to facilitate placing the endless felt 
in position in the gig, that its surface may be 
raised. Or instead of a “ gig” a card-covered 
cylinder revolving over a table platform or 
drum on and over which the felt is passed and 
its face raised may be employed, or the surface 
of the felt may be raised by means of hand 
carding.

LUXEMBOURG. 
(Law of January 25, 1817.) 

The patent legislation in the portion of this 
duchy belonging to Holland is similar in all re- 
spects to the Dutch laws of 1817. 

The patents are delivered for five, ten, or fif- 
teen years. When the government does not, 
for special reasons, fix arbitrary terms lower 
than fifteen years, the patent originally demand- 
ed for five or ten years may be prolonged to the 
maximum. 

The invention should be worked within two 
years fromthe grant. Patents of improvements 
may be obtained in the same form as the origi- 
nal title. 

The text of the supplementary patents are 
fixed by government according to the number 
of years to run and the importance of the im- 
provement. 

The patent is forfeited by the subsequent pro- 
curation, in the name of the grantee, of any

foreign patent for the same invention. 
tent titles are signed by the king.

1. A petition to the king (in Dutch). 

2. A specification in quadruple copy.

The invention is srdindind by the simple de- 
posit of these documents, and without payment 
of tax, during a period which varies between 
ten and twenty months. 

The tax is then fixed according to the impor- 
tance of the invention. 

Assignments can only be legally made on a 
previously obtained royal warrant, and should 
be inscribed in the first instance on the patent 
register. 

These formalities entail alittle additional ex- 
pense. 

MEXICO, 

I know of no existing legislation on this sub- 
ject in this country. I am informed, however, 
verbally, that protection of inventions can be 
procured at a cost of about $150. 


NEW GRENADA. 
(See Chili and Peru.) 
NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Patents or letters of registration are granted 
for terms varying between seven and fourteen 
year , at the discretion of the governor-general 
to whom all petitions must be addressed. The 
necessary documents are : 

1. A petition to the government (in English). 

2. A specification. 
A drawing, if necessary. 

The expenses should not be more than $150, in- 
cluding agent’s fees. 

Assignments must be registered at Sydney, 
with the same formalities as for the patent. 
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NEW ZEALAND. 
(Patent act of 1860.) 

Terms of fourteen years are granted for let- 
ters patent without possibility of prolongation. 
They cannot be obtained by the holder of a pat- 
ent in Great Britain or any other country, but 
the government is empowered to grant permis- 
sion to register British letters patent in this 
colony on a petition being presented and a duty 
of about $50 deposited with it, which registra- 
tion gives the same protection as letters patent. 

The documents necessary are— 

1. A petition to the governor. 

2. A specification in duplicate. 

3. A drawing in duplicate, if necessary. 

A notice of the application must be published 
in the Government Gazette, and in one news- 
paper published in the chief town of each of 
the counties of the colony. The expenses are

Assignments, to be valid, 
must be drawn up ip the same 
form as for English patents, 
and recorded in the office of 
the colonial secretary within 
six months after date, and a 
duty of about $50 paid into 
the colonial treasury at the 
same time.

NORWAY. 
(Law of July 19, 1839. Royal de- 
crees of 1841 and 1856.) 

The duration of the patent is 
fixed by the government, and 
varies from five to ten years. 
The time is also allowed by 
the government for working 
the patent. 

The applications are submit- 
ted to a commission of exam- 
ination. 

There are no taxes, but ex- 
penses of publication, stamp, 
&c., have to be defrayed, as 
in Sweden, by the patentee. 
The aj»plication should always 
be presented in the name of 
one person. The patent is 
signed by the king. The 
documents to be filed are: 

1. A petition to the king in the Norwegian 
language. 

2. A specification, also in Norwegian. 





3. A drawing in duplicate.

PARAGUAY. 
(Laws of May 20, 1845.) 

The duration of the patent of invention varies 
between five and ten years ; that of the patent 
of importation is limited by the prior foreign 
privilege. 

The procuration of a patent in any other 
country after the date of the Paraguayan grant 
invalidates the latter. No special government 
tax is prescribed. 

The invention should be worked within two 
years from the enrollment of the application; 
special permission can be procured where patents 
are worked in another country. 

Documents necessary are— 

1. A detailed petition to the home secretary. 

2. A specification. 

3. A drawing, in duplicate. 

The petition and specification should be drawn 
up in the Spanish language. The expenses are 
about $150. 

Assignments.—No special formalities are pre- 
scribed.

(Ordinances and parts of patent laws of 1837.) 

The maximum duration of the patent of in- 
vention is fifteen years; that of the patent of 
importation is generally fixed by the govern. 
ment at the same term as the previously ob- 
tained foreign privilege. The term originally 


granted can in no case be prolonged. The gov- 
ernment reserves the right to appropriate inven- 
tions of public utility, the indemnity paid to the 
owner being fixed by a special commission. 

When the patent is accorded for chemical 
products or processes, the grantee is obliged to 
lodge in the treasury a security to the amount 
of $1,250, and to make three public experiments 
of the patented process during the continuance 
of the privilege. The invention should be worked 
within the first half of the duration of the grant. 
The patent title is signed by the king. 

Documents to be filed are— 

1. A detailed specification in Portuguese and 
in double copy. 

2. A drawing, in duplicate. 

8. A legalized power of attorney. 

4. A legalized copy of prior foreign patent. 

5. An official certificate of the non-existence 
in Portugal of a patented invention of a similar 
nature. The formalities prescribed for the regu- 
larization of the demand are minute and multi- 
plied to an extreme degree.

For each year above the five just quoted add 
to this amount the annual tax of $5, plus addi- 
tional dues and amortissements. 

In case of rejection the government tax is re- 
turned to the petitioner. 

Assignments should be notified to the minister 
of the interior, in whose department they are 
registered. 

QUEENSLAND. 

No patent laws have been enacted in this 
colony since its separation from New South 
Wales, but the patent laws of the latter were 
continued in force by an order in council in 1859. 
The formalities, therefore, are identical with 
those of New South Wales. 

RIO DE LA PLATA. 
(Laws of 1855.) 

The duration of the patent of invention is ten 
years. The patent of importation or improve- 
ment is limited to five years, or even less in the 
event of a privilege of lower duration having 
previously been obtained abroad. The inven- 
tion should be worked before the expiration of 
the first year of the grant. Documents to be 
filed are— 

1, A petition. 

2. A specification, in duplicate. 

8. A drawing, in duplicate.

Assignments : are - subject to 1 no special pre- 
scriptions, and may be effected in the same way 
as the ordinary transfer of personalproperty. 

TRINIDAD. 

No patent laws have been enacted, but patent 
rights are secured to inventors by special ordi- 
nances, by presentation of petitions to the legis- 
lative council, giving, when they do so, the name 
and purport of the inventions. An ordinance is 
passed upon this, giving the inventor exclusive 
benefit of his invention for a limited time on 
condition that he lodges a specification before a 
certain time with the register-general, and on 
condition also that the invention be not found 
prejudicial or inconvenient to Her Majesty’s 
subjects. No fees are claimed on the petition, 
but by a recent order of the legislative council 
a fee of $50 must be paid on the introduction of 
the bill. 

The expenses, all told, tax, parchment, prepa- 
ration and engrossing, and agency fees, will be 
in the neighborhood of $150.

The outsides of Russian oil-casks are often 
coated with a paper which has a gelatinous oil- 
proof surface. It is brushed over with a mix- 
ture of lime and blood, which is much used in 
Russia and China, and is impervious both to oil 
and water. It is prepared as follows: To three 
parts of fresh blood, previously beaten to re- 
move the strings (fibrine), are added four parts 
of lime, slaked with just sufficient water to fall 
to a fine powder, and a little alum. This forms 
a thin adhesive paste, which is used at once, 


| being applied in one, two or three layers, as 
| may be required.

may be made quite fit for the conveyance of oil. 
Pasteboard boxes, lids, &c., thus prepared, have 
the appearance and the firmness of wood.

Hotyo«ce, Maas., January 25, 1883. 

Business is certainly improving, although the 
large jobbers of paper still show some hesitancy 
about putting in heavy supplies. But they must 
buy more or less to keep their trade; and so it 
happens that our mills are all running without 
much anxiety for the future. Wedo not believe 
that the bottom has fallen out of the business on 
account of a few weeks of quiet, which have 
only allowed the manufacturers to catch up with 
their orders. Many have the opinion that busi- 
ness of all kinds has been affected disastrously 
this winter by the attempt of Congress to pass a 
new tariff bill, and that thipgs will not settle 
down into their regular course until the matter 
is disposed of, or Congress disperses. The latter 
event may not do any good, since it is now an- 
nounced that the President has said that he will 
call an extra session if no measure for the re- 
duction of taxation is passed before the 4th of 
March. The paper makers would not be so 
much troubled about all this tariff discussion if 
their own product was to be the only one affect- 
ed; but the whole system of protection is under 
fire, and it is no wonder that trade of all kinds is 
disturbed. It is to be hoped that no extra ses- 
sion of Congress will be necessary. 

It seems as if the price of rags must come 
down. Theclosing of the year’s accounts show 
that in most of the mills the cost of making 
paper has come dangerously near the price at 
which it has been sold. Take the city through 
and the profit has been small compared with 
the prosperous years. This will prevent any 
material reduction in the prices of paper, and 
tend to bring down the price of stock. 

C. P. Lockwood, of the Whiting Paper Mill 
No. 2, has been re-elected first assistant-engineer 
of the City Fire Department, one of his com- 
petitors having been George Nightengale, of 
the National Paper Company. 

The Franklin and Excelsior paper companies 
have each finished a new boiler house and chim- 
ney. 

The George R. Dickenson Paper Companys’ 
new mill will be ready to start up about the 
middle of March or, at the latest, the first of 
April. The part of the work now going on 
makes little show, but is just as necessary as the 
brick walls of the buildings. Everything in the 
equipment of the mill andin preparing it for 
work is done in the most substantial manner and 
after the most approved methods. 

The Valley Paper Company chose the follow- 
ing named officers on Tuesday: directors, 
Broughton Alvord, J. S. McElwain, Hiram 
Bagg, W. H. Gaylord, J. C. Parsons, Hiram 
Smith and 8S. G. Gaylord ; president, Hiram 
Smith; clerk and treasurer, A. W. Esleeck; 
auditors, C. A. Taylorand W. H. Gaylord. 

John E. Clark, of the Dickenson & Clark Pa- 
per Company, was thoroughly surprised bya 
party of about forty of his neighbors and other 
friends on Tuesday evening. All were received 
with a hearty welcome; a bountiful supper was 
spread from the baskets of the guests, and an 
orchestra, imported from Springfield for the oc- 
casion, furnished music for an enjoyable dance. 

William Whiting has been elected vice-presi- 
dent of the Connecticut Valley Congregational 
Club. 

The Parsons Paper Company has elected 
J. C. Parsons, Aaron Bagg, J. S. McElwain, 
Broughton and George Fowler as directors; J. 
C. Parsons continuing as president, and E. P. 
Bagg being secretary. 

The manufacturers of this city and vicinity 
are pretty generally pleased with the re-election 
of Senator Hoar of this State. As the prosper- 
ity of the State depends largely upon our manu- 
facturing interests, it is fitting that the Senators 
should be men in some sympathy with them. 
Mr. Hoar has generally advocated a high tariff, 
believing that to be best for the State, but 
aside fromthis question, he is a man who, by 
his ability, experience and high personal cbhar- 
acter, has brought honor tothe State, which has 
sent him again to represent her. 

An important auction sale of stocks took 
place in Springfield the other day, made neces- 
sary by the settlement of an estate. The stocks 
were mostly local and included some of the best 
railroad, bank and other stock in this vicinity; 
but the highest price obtained was for eighteen 
shares of the Holyoke Water Power Company, 
which were sold at 227. Thirty shares of the 
Massasoit Paper Company’s stock went to E. C. 
Rogers, treasurer of the company, at 186. Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad stock brought 176 ; 
Connecticut River, 163 ; the Springfield Print- 
ing Company, 201¢; Springfield Paper Com- 
pany, 35, par value being $25; Hampden Paint 
and Chemical Company, 11}¢ and 12, the par 
value being $12. C. A. Nichols, the Springfield 
book publisher, bought fifteen shares of the 
Second National Bank stock at 186. H. 





Terrific Boiler Explosion. 


FataL ACCIDENT AT MARLEY PAPER MILLS— 
Two Men KILLED. 


A pulp boiler at Marley Paper Mills, four 
miles above Elkton, Md., exploded on Tuesday 
morning at 6:45 o’clock with terrific force, Two 
men were instantly killed and eight others were 
injured, and the mill was partially demolished. 
The boiler that exploded was a rotary, and was 
used for reducing straw. It was 18 feet long by 
6 feet in diameter, and stood in the upper boiler- 
room of the mill. The entire end of the boiler, 
weighing 3,000 pounds, was blown off, and was 
found eighty yards distant. The main body of 
the boiler went through two two-foot stone 
walls and wrecked the lime-house, 

The two rotaries stood side by side, and while 
one was boiling the other was being filled. All of 
the men killed and injured were on the floor just 
above the boilers, engaged in performing this 
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operation at the time the explosion occurred. 
The killed are Patrick McCormick, aged 50 
years, and John T. Garrett, aged 60 years. 
They were blown 150 feet. Both men were much 
scalded and mangled. The escape from death 
of some of the injured ones was miraculous. 
Henry Spence was blown through the roof of 
the mill and alighted almost uninjured 100 feet 
distant in the tail-race. Jasper Beebe was in- 
side of the boiler adjoining the exploded one 
and rolled in it into the race. Fortunately the 
man-hole remained uppermost, or he would | 
have been drowned. Robert Dinsmore’s in- 
juries are the most severe, he having received | 
terrible wounds in the head and knee. Charles 
Kelly was badly scalded about the face. James | 
Hartnett was walking through the mill and was 
badly hurt by timbers falling on him. James 
Yocum was cut on the head by flying bricks. 
John Dinsmore, the fireman, was also severely 
hurt about the head, and Edward Knight, a boy 
of 16, was slightly injured by a falling wall. 

The cause of the explosion will probably never 
be definitely known, although it is generally at- 
tributed to weakness, as the boiler had been in 
service for years, and had lately been repaired 
by putting a new head in the end which blew off. 
The fireman, Dinsmore, says that there was 110 
pounds pressure on the boiler when he left it 
to assist the men in filling, as was his custom. 
Had the explosion occurred twenty minutes 
later the loss of life would have been much 
greater, as the girls on their way to work always 
stopped to warm themselves at the furnace fire 
under the boiler. 

Harry L. Carter, the manager of the mills, 
can give no estimate of the loss, but it is gener- 
ally conceded that it will not fall below $10,000. 
Coroner Litzenberg empaneled a jury, who 
viewed the bodies of the killed, the ruins of the 
mill and heard evidence of witnesses, after which 
a verdict, attributing the explosion to unavoid- 
able accident and exonerating all from blame, 
was returned.

ciation. | 

Several manufacturers present who had not signed 
the Amended Articles, came forward and signed 
them, and all present made a statement of the con- 
dition of trade, prices of paper and straw. 

Prices lower than any ever before known were re- 
ported. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson, a committee of five 
was appointed to arrange a social entertainment and 
supper, to be given in the evening by the association, 
and the committee was instructed to invite the paper 
dealers and such manufacturers of paper as may be 
in Chicago, to participate with us. 

On motion, adjourned to meet at 2 o'clock, Pp. M., 
when meeting came to order. 

After some discussion of the situation, in view of 
the fact that several manufacturers of No. 2 manilla 
paper would be in Chicago on the 11th inst., attend- 
ing a meeting of the manufacturers of print paper, 
of whose association they were members, and that 
it would be impossible to get 90 per cent. as contem- 
plated in our amended articles without them, it was 
decided to adjourn until the 11th inst., at 10a. m., 
when the meeting came to order, and a committee 
consisting of vice-president W. B. Oglesby, Howard 
Friend, Lucius Clark, Timothy Dwight, Jr., and the 
secretary, were appointed to wait upon the manufac- 
turers of No. 2 manillas and urge upon them the pro- | 
priety of joining our association. 

On motion, this committee was instructed to take 
charge of obtaining the signatures of the necessary 
90 per cent. 

On motion, it was resolved that the Executive 
Committee decide when 90 per cent. as contemplated 
have signed, and cause due notice to be given.

On motion, the meeting adjourned until the annual 
meeting on the first Thursday in May, 1883, unless 
sooner called together by order of the Executive 
Committee.

Wooden Spool for Winding Paper. 
To the Editor of the Journal : 

The illustration shows the construction of a 
cheap, durable and convenient spool for a square 
winding shaft. 

A is a cross-section of ‘‘ spool molding,” which 
can be got out the length of the spool wanted or 


in longer pieces, its peculiar form allowing the 
short pieces to be worked into a longer spool. 

B is a cross-section of the completed spool, 
made by nailing four pieces of the spool-mold- 
ing together. 

It has been the practice of the writer to keep 
a lot of molding on hand, from which spools of 
any length can be easily and quickly made. 

If it is known beforehand that quite a number 
of spools of a certain length will be needed, it 
is better to have the strips made the exact 
length of the spool.

The Cylinder Again. 
Fort Mier, N. Y., January 22, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Journal : 

Deak Srr—I see by the JOURNAL that there 
is quite a difference of opinion as to the proper 
construction of the cylinder vat; also of the 
proper size for the making cylinder, and there 


are many charges of defects brought against the | 


cylinder machine, which is said to be doomed to 
the junk shop if not improved soon. 

** Abe Dakota” does not get much help from 
‘“Yorker’s” comments on the cylinder, as he 


tells us what he would do to improve it, which I | 


suppose he thinks will save it from the predicted 
doom. He says that he would throw out all false 
bottoms, enlarge the dimensions of the vat 
around the cylinder, &c. Here I will try to 
give some reasons why there cannot be a uni- 
form and clean sheet produced from vats with 
false bottoms. By the false bottom the water 


and pulp are conducted under and to the back- | 


side of the cylinder and cylinder vat. From 
here the water and pulp rush forward down and 
underneath the cylinder toward the place of 
exit through the cylinder face, and right here 
they meet with other currents rushing for the 
same place of exit, and having started from 
other points in the vat. As the different cur- 
rents come in conjunction there is created a com- 
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motion, such as small counter currents and ed- 
dies, in the water just at the point where the 
great body of the sheet is being formed, so that 
while the water and pulp are in this state of agi- 
tation the sheet takes its form on the cylinder. 
For this reason the wild and cloudy sheet is 
formed, and as both ends of the cylinder are 
covered by the deckels, thereby preventing the 
water from flowing through, the water from the 
sides of the vat and the space around the deckels 
takes an inward course toward the outlet in the 
cylinder, thereby carrying the pulp away from 
the sides toward the middle of the cylinder, and 
the uneven sheet is formed thin at the sides, 
while it is thick and contains more of the long 
stuff toward the middle. 

It is practicably impossible to meet these diffi- 
culties under the different circumstances with 
which we have to contend. I say, therefore, 
that ‘‘ Dakota” does well by advising to throw 
out the false bottom used for the purpose as I 
have set forth. 

But, that increasing the dimensions of the vat 
around the cylinder will save the cylinder ma- 
chine from its predicted doom, I will endeavor 
to show will not be much of a success, for the 
reason that in such a spacious vat there would 
be contained a large amount’ of water that 
would have its course changed by any obstruc- 
tion or influence that may be brought against it, 
so that in the vat, advocated by ‘‘ Abe Dakota” 
and seconded by ‘‘ Yorker,” there would be a 
continual creation of counter currents occa- 
sioned by two or more bodies of water coming 
into opposition with each other. The water 
from underneath and from the back part of the 
cylinder vat, would contend for the course to- 
ward the outlet in the cylinder (which, of 
course, would be toward the place least ob- 
structed by the already formed sheet); and as 
the water and pulp coming into the vat will rush 
for the same outlet, the different currents would 
meet in conflict just at the place where the great 
body of the sheet is being formed on the cylin- 
der. The greater the suction and amount of 
water circulating in the vat, so much more will 
the conflicting currents be increased, thereby 
forming a wild-looking sheet. 

It is possible to produce a better formed sheet 
of paper from a cylinder 24 inches in diameter 
in a properly constructed vat, at a speed of 200 
feet per minute, than from a cylinder 36 inches 
in diameter, at a speed of 75 feet per minute.

Kendall Brothers. 





There seems to be a lull for the prese nt in the 
investigation of the affairs of Kendall Brothers, 
and no new suits have been brought. The suit 
of A. A. Low & Co. against John L. Taylor 
was last week placed on the February calendar 
of the City Court of Brooklyn, and will in all 
probability be the first action to be tried grow- 
ing out of this failure. Judge Ingraham 
has not yet rendered his decision on the 
motion made to vacate the order of ar- 
rest against Charles B. Kendall, but this 
is expected to be done during the com- 
ing week. Among the postal matter addressed 
to Hugh F. Kendall this week were notices from 
the secretaries of the Gold Stripe Mining Com- 
pany, and the Green Mountain Mining Com- 
pany of California, informing him as a stock- 
holder, that the company is in need of financial 
relief, and that ‘“‘ prompt action must be taken 
to prevent the stock from being wiped out.” 

An answer has been served in the suit brought 
by Ralph B. Briggs against John L. Taylor, to 
recover the value of a certain quantity of paper 
stock transferred by Kendall Brothers to Mr. 
Taylor. Thecomplaintin this actlon was printed 
in the JouRNAL of January 13, and the answer 
thereto is as follows: 


Court of Common Pleas for the City and County of 
New York.—Raupx B. Briaes, plaintiff, v. Jonn 
L. Taywor, defendant. 

The defendant, answering the complaint herein, 

I. Admits the allegations in paragraph one of said 
complaint contained. 

Il. Admits that, on or about the 18th day of Sep- 
tember, 1882, the firm of Kendall Brothers was insol- 
vent, but alleges that said insolvency was unknown 
to defendant, and denies that he has knowledge or 
information sufficient to form a belief as to any 
other allegations in paragraphs second of said com- 
plaint contained, or as to the allegations of para 
graph third of said complaint. 

Ill. Admits that, on or about the 25th day of No- 
vember, 1882, said Kendall Brothers executed a volun- 
tary general assignment in trust for the benefit of 
their creditors, but denies that he has knowledge or 
information sufficient to form a belief as to any other 
of the allegations in paragraph four of said com- 
plaint contained. 

IV. Denies the allegations in paragraph five of said 
complaint contained, but admits that he knew that 
said Kendall Brothers were buying goods from plain- 
tiff, and that defendant bought some of said goods 
from Kendall Brothers, and alleges that such goods 
were purchased by defendant at their market value, 


| and were paid for in cash, or in negotiable promis- 


sory notes of defendant, except as hereinafter stated. 

V. Denies the allegations in paragraph six of said 
complaint contained, but admits that in the ordinary 
course of business defendant came into possession of 
the greater part of the goods mentioned in Schedule 
A ofjplaintiff’s complaint, paying therefor in cash or 


| in negotiable promissory notes, or by delivering to 


said Kendall Brothers their unmatured negotiable 
promissory notes held by defendant. That such 
goods were bought at market prices. but whether 
said prices were less than plaintiff received for such 
goods defendant does not know. 

VI. Denies the allegations in paragraph seven of 
said complaint contained. 

Wherefore defendant demands judgment that the 
complaint of the plaintiff herein be dismissed with 


costs.

Saward’s Coal Trade Journal 
says: ‘‘We have nothing but the usual winter 
trade to depend upon, and that is peculiarly cir- 
cumscribed, as every one in the business is 
aware of. The tonnage will not be large, owing 
to the agreement to work only three days a 
week, but whatever quantity may go forward 
will be sufficient to supply needed demands. 
The few sales that it has been possible to make 
for shipment from the tidewater ports, were al- 
together in the hands of the Pittston Company 
and a few individuals, until last Friday. On 
that day, the middle interest acting for the 
other companies, were enabled to offer coal at 
the same rate, although no circular has been 
issued. This has had no practical effect on the 
market, for no more coal can be sold; it is an 
admission, however, that during the winter sea- 
son a very small percentage of the output can 
govern the selling price. How much lower the 
opening price will be from that now ruling is 
the next question of importance. Bituminous 
coals are quoted as very dull and quist. with a 
low range of prices being obtained for any coal 
that is placed.” Quotations of Lehigh coal at 
Port Johnson are: Lump, $4.75; Egg, $4.50; 
Stove, $4.85, and Chestnut, $4.85; Lackawanna 
is $4.15 for Lump, $4.55 for Egg, -$4.85 for 
Stove, and $4.90 for Chestnut.

It has also built a 
new office, and made many other small improve 
ments. The mill has had plenty of water, and 
has run full time every day. 

The mill of the Albion Paper Company, Hol- 
yoke, has been lighted by an Edison plant of 
158 lamps. It is regarded as the best lighted 
millin New England. The lights worked well 
from the start, and are being watched with 
close interest by paper manufacturers. 

A new paper box factory is going to be started 
at Rockland, Me. 

The Russell Paper Mills at Lawrence, Mass., 
are being wired for the introduction of the in- 
candescent electric light; the company will 
furnish its own power. 

The Hampden Glazed Paper Company, Hol- 
yoke, has ordered an eighty horse-power steel 
boiler for its new mill. 

The Nonotuck Paper Company, Holyoke, is 
having built an eighty horse-power steel boiler. 

The paper mills at South and East Lee, Mass., 
are obliged to use steam entirely for power, 
there being barely enough water in Lake May 
to serve the other purposes of the mills.

Fred Waldorf & Son, Monroe, Mich.. will run 
their mill on rag paper as soon as the weather 
moderates. 

Mitchell & Tisdale’s Monroe Paper Mill, Mon- 
roe, Mich., which has been running until lately, 
is now shut down on account of ice. 

Frank Sill, Monroe, Mich., has shut down his 
new mill until spring. 

Adams & Terry, Monroe, Mich., are running 
their mill on rag wrapping and report trade 
good. 

The pulp mill at Alta, Placer County, Cal., 
has been completed. The pulp will be ship- 
ped to Stockton, and there be worked into 
paper. The enterprise is welcomed with much 
enthusiasm by residents of that vicinity. 

The Plain City Paper Company, lately organ- 
ized, will build a mill at Plain City, Ohio, for 
the manufacture of straw and rag wrapping and 
ham paper. 

The new mill of the Deseret News Company 
is twelve miles southeast of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, at the mouth of Big Cottonwood Canon, 
at a little settlement called Butlerville. The 
nearest railroad is three miles distant. The mill 
is run on print and wrapping. The company’s 
old mill will be abandoned as there is not 
sufficient power. The old machine is being put 
into the new mill, but the other machinery will 
all be new. 


W. P. Orr and D. Spencer, of the Piqua Straw 
Board and Paper Company, Piqua, Ohio, have 
bought the Hydraulic paper mill at that place, 
and will put in additional macbinery and con- 
tinue to run the mill on straw wrapping. 





SOUTHERN STATES. 

The mill of the Manchester Paper Company, 
Richmond, Va., came very near shutting down 
on Monday morning in consequence of high 
water. The river kept rising gradually until it 
reached one of the engine pulleys; it then began 
to recede. 





The Curtis Steam Traps. 





The engravings illustrate two kinds of 
steam traps made by the Curtis Regulator Com- 
pany, 50 Beverly street, Boston, Mass. The 
float trap is what is known asa No. 2. The 
principle upon which this trap works is the 
change of pressure on the top of the piston valve 
(shown at the left side of the engraving), while 
the pressure on the under side of the piston re- 
mains constant. To explain the operation, sup- 
pose the trap to be in its normal condition, that 
is, with the valve closed and the pressure equal 
on the top and bottom of the piston. In this 
condition, if steam enters there is no outlet for 
it ; but if water enters, it raises the float, which 
by suitable connection opens the secondary 
valve, thus connecting by the side passage the 
top of the piston with the outlet. This at once 
reduces the pressure on the top of the piston, 
when the unbalanced pressure underneath the 
piston lifts it, opening the main valve and per- 
mitting the water to escape freely through a 
passage, the area of which is nearly equal to the 
area of the escape pipe. Before the water inthe 
trap is low enough to uncover a passage for 
steam, the operation of the float will have closed 
the connecting passage, thus equalizing the 
pressure on the top and bottom of the piston and 
bringing the outlet valve to its seat. It will be 
seen from this that the escape valve is open only 
when there is water in the trap sufficient to 
prevent the passage of steam, it being closed at 
other times. 

In the trap shown, both in perspective and 
section (a No. 2) designed to keep 3,500 feet of 
l-inch pipe (or its equivalent) free from water, 
the fiéat is only 4inches in diameter, the case 
being 5 inches inside diameter, and 12 inches 
long. In order that a comparatively small float 
may satisfactorily do the work required of it, 
and at the same time not be influenced too much 
by friction, the leverage by which it opens and 
closes the small secondary valve is 100 to 1.

Another valuable feature in this trap is the 
location of the outlet valve outside the trap, by 
which it is easy of access for cleaning and ex- 
amination. The floats are all tested to a pres- 
sure of 100 pounds. 

The other trap illustrated is known as the 
Curtis expansion trap.

foreign matter in the water, preventing the 
valve from properly closing and destroying the 
seat. In this trap the outlet valve is operated 
by the piston A, as shown in the engraving. 
The space over the piston is connected with the 
outlet below the piston by the passage B, con- 
trolled by the small valve C.

tion of the brass rod £, 4 to 5 feet in length, and |

of this brass rod, less the expansion of the out- 
side iron pipe, is about one-thousandth of an 
inch for a change in temperature of 10°. 

In order to make this motion effective to open 


| the valve sufficiently to work the trap at this 


small variation in temperature, the motion is 
multiplied 10 to 1 by means of the lever shown, 
thus opening the valve C one hundreth of an 
inch, which is ample for the purpose. The open- 
ing of this valve connects the top of the piston 
with the outlet, thus relieving the pressure on 
top of the piston, and permitting the pressure 
on the bottom to open the outlet valve for a free 
discharge of water. When the condensed wa- 
ter is drained from the pipes until steam comes 
in contact with the rod EZ, the heat of the steam

This waterproof paper is manu- 
factured in various thicknesses, or rather the 
paper which is made waterproof is welded to- 
gether, so to speak, by the process to form the 
required thicknesses, and one of the most curi- 
ous forms in which it is sent out is that of water- 
piping, which is made by simply forming the 
waterproof paper into a tube, binding it round 
with a spiral band of paper of the same kind, 
and fastening it with copperrivets. This piping

as compared with iron; and this feature has 
been quickly seized upon by colonial buyers as 
a means of saving a large proportion of freight-

éxpands the rod and permits the spring to push 
the valve C toward its seat. This restricts the 
flow through the connecting passage, thereby 
increasing the pressure on top of the piston, 
which forces the outlet valve toward its seat 
and diminishes the flow of water, delivering it 
only at the temperature at which it is set to de- 
liver. 

The rod £ is adjusted for any conditions de- 
sired, by removing the cap F, and turning the 
nut G. The spring against which the valve C 
is opened permits all the motion to be obtained 
by the rod under any fall of temperature down 
to freezing, while the slot in the outer end of 
the valve, through which the operating lever 
passes, is elongated to permit farther motion of 
the lever after the valve is closed, thus provid- 
ing for any expansion caused by an accidental 
increase of temperature, without danger to 
valve or seat. 

The being able to discharge the water at any 
desired temperature provides for keeping the 
hot water in the pipes until utilized for heating, 
instead of discharging it at a temperature of 
212°, thus wasting the heat. By opening the 
pet cock in the cap H (and this applies to both 
forms of trap), the pressfire is removed from the 
top of the piston A, which then opens the outlet 
valve. This provides for blowing out the steam 
and water in the trap, together with the air and 
any dirt that may have accumulated. By re- 
moving the cap H, which seats metal to metal, 
the valve may be removed, cleaned and replaced 
in five minutes’ time, no skill being required in 
the operation.

A Waterproof Paper. 





An English paper says: ‘‘ Waterproof paper 
is, perhaps, the most recent commercial success 


in what may be termed the utilization of paper 


material. A patent waterproof paper is now 
being manufactured at Willesden. The princi- 
ple of this patent is very simple, but its value 
to commerce and to agriculture is very great; 
probably its utility to agriculture will prove 
greater than to any other branch of industry. 
It appears that paper, by a special chemical 
treatment, may not only be indurated and im- 
pregnated in the single web, but may be built 
up of several thicknesses with insolubly incor- 
porated layers, and rolled under pressure into 
one solid sheet, of which the ** Willesden” 4-ply 
roofing is an example.

So far as they go, the appear- 
ances are in favor of its practical usefulness, 
extending for an indefinite period. Specimens 
of this waterproof paper are to be seen at these 
works, which have been sustaining heavy 
weights for years, exposed to all weathers, and 
even at the collarsof the copper rivets the paper 
is as sound as on the day they were first put in.

A waterproof writing paper, prepared in the 
same way, has advantages for foreign and colo- 
nial correspondence, rendering letters indestruc- 
tible by water, and preventing decay and 
illegibility of writing when exposed to damp or 
mildew. 

There is one other form in which this remark- 
able chemical process can be applied te canvas, 
cordage, &c.—that of rendering such waterproof 
and rot-proof. Fine canvas is rendered quite 
waterproof, but coarse canvas can no more he 
made waterproof than can a sieve. The process 
does not fill up holes, as they exist in a material 
like canvas, but it renders such textures water- 
repellant. They do not become saturated by 
rainfall or by submersion in water; hence their 
great comparative value, For example, a ship’s 
canvas non-saturated would weigh much less 
than a similar superficies of canvas which was 
saturated with water. The ‘‘scrym” used by 
gardeners is by this treatment made very dur-
